apprenticeship. During brief period 
from January, 1911, to June 1912, he 
was away from the Colony filling the 
post of Governor of Fiji and High 
Commissioner of the Western Pacific 
bat, otherwiae his period of serv ce 
was unbroken. His appointment to 
succeed Sir Frederick TLugard as 
His Majesty's ohivf representative 
here was generally welcomed although 
when he made his officisl landing in 
Tuly, 1912, a Chines youth tried to 
assassinate bim in Pedder Street. In 
September, 1918, he lft the Colony 
to go to British GC Jumbin where onc 
of his daughters was seriously il] and 
people were surprised to hear later 
that he had resigned owing to ill- 
health. 

Born at Dublin on March Jf, 
3860, the lute Sir Henry May was in 
his G2ud year. His futher was the late 
Rt, Hon, GAC. May, Lord Chief 
Justice of Ireland. and his mother, mam oars 
Olivia, fourth daughter of Sir Mathew 

Barrington, 2nd H canet of Glenstal, PERFECT ENGLISH, 
County Limerick. He was educated at — 
Marrow and later at Trinity College, 
Dublin, being a first kopourman and 
prizeman in classics and modern 
languages. Five years after hia 
arrival bere as a cadet in 1881 follow- 
ing a competitive examination he was 
made Assistant Protector of Chinese, 
and from 1889 to 1891 he acted as 
private secretary to Governor Sir 
William Des Vorux, to Acting Govern- 
or Admiral Sir F. Fleming and to Act- 
jng Governor Liout.-General Bir Digby 
Barker. He married Sir Digby 
Barker's daughter = in 189T 
and the same year was appointed 
Aasivtant Colonial Secretary. During 
subsequent years he filled the posts 
at various times of acting Colonial 
Treasurer, Captain Superintendent of 
Police, Jail and Fire Brigade 
Superientendent. He was made 3 
member cf the Legislative Council 
and given the C.M.G. in 1895 and in 
1902 he was appointed Colonial 
Secretary serving in that capacity 
until he was transferred to Fiji eight 
years later. Sir Francis May ad-

Mr. M.K. Lo, who appeared for the 
defonce, said with regard to the first 
charge that he did not know whetber 
or not it was an offence to sell meat 
other than that slaughtered in the 
Government slaughter house, as 0- 
other section of the Ordinance No. 
82 made provisions for the im 
portation of fresh meat into the 
Colony. The meat i. question 
was freshly slaughtered in Can- 
ton and brought to Hongkong. 


After evidence bad been given for the 
prosecution, Mr. Lo said that defen- 
dant hed a relative at Canton in the 
rame trade. He brought the meat 
down from Canton and sold 58 catties 
of it (at 26 cents per catty) to 
tho defendant. The meat appeared 
good tothe defendant and in view of 
the scarcity of meat in the Colony 
at the present, moment, he bought it. 
@RThe Magiatrute: 18 there a ecarcity 
of meat? 

Mr. Easton said that the “killing ” 
of meat had been normal, although 
nove wae now killed for supplying the 
ships. It would continue to be 
normal ae long as the strike lasted. 

Asked by the Magistrate to explain 
the two sections which appeared to 
contradict one anvther, Mr, Hastou 
said that market bye-law 15 provided 
for the sale of meat slaughtered in 


the slanghter hovse only, t with 
a permit, and he waa not aware of 
the presence of any permit in this 
base. . :
